Lpxlngton, Ky., .June 10. — President 
William Coedell Frost, during com- 
mencement exercises at Berea college, 
announced that a contribution of $50.- 
000 had been made to the Berea col- 
lege school fund by an unknown east- 
ern giver. The money was donated on 
condition that one dollar for every dol- 
lar given by the eastern party must be 
dui)licated by subscription secured in 
Kentucky until the amount reaches 
$.■(0,000. When this is done the $400,- 
000 necessary will have been raised 
and the matter of locating and build- 
ing the school will be taken up. Two 
hundred and ninety thousand dollars 
have already been raised. The $50,- 
000 contribution was pledged through 
.Tames H. Canfield, librarian of Calum- 
j bia university, New York City. 

THE CONRADS ABSOLVED 

Not Indicted for Failure to Call Doctor 

for Dying Childrea. 



Danville, 111., .Tune 10. — The grand 
jury of Vermillion county has held that 
it is not incumbent on believers in 
mental healing, under the statutes of 
the state of Illinois, to call physicians 
in case of illness in their families, by 
I refusing to indict John and Sophia 
I Conrad for the death of their three 
children, two eight and one thirteen 
years old. several weeks ago. A strong 
effort was made to obtain an indict- 
ment holding the parents responsible, 
j but the grand jury refused to take the 
action desired by the state. 

Tlie Conrads are members of the 
Cliurch of God. according to their own 
statement, and do not believe in the 
administration of medical treatment 
for sickness of any nature whatever. 
When their children, five In number, 
fell ill with scarlet fever they nursed 
them jiersonally and refused te call a 
pliysician. One of the children died 
and neiglibors brought ilie matter to 
the attention of the hejilth authorities. 
They refused to act. In the Interim 
another child died and the matter was 
then taken before the slate’s attorney. 

SITUATION SERIOUS 

Mroe Troops Have Been Asked in the 
Tobacco District. 

Ripley, O., June 10. — Major Charles 
Beclit and Colonel Hake, of the first 
re.giment, who are in charge of the 
troops in the tobacco district held a 
conference and decided to ask for more 
troops, the two officers agreeing that 
the situation is very serious.

NOTED TRAINEE’S SUICIDE 

James Duncan Hangs Himself in Sta- 
ble at St. Paul. 

St. Paul. Minn.. June 10. — Jas. Dun- 
can, fifty-two years old, at one time 
the owner of stables in Louisville. 
Ky., the trainer of some of the fastest 
horses on the southern turf, committed 
suicide liere. His body was found 
hanging in tlie harness room of a liv- 
ery stable in which was kept a string 
horses he had been training. He lost 
his fortune several years ago and for 
the last five years had worked In the 
barns of Minneapolis and St. Paul. 

Financial reverses and domestic 
troubles are believed to have preyed 
on his mind. His wife secured a di- 
vorce several years ago.

“The government deceives it.self." 
he continues, “if it Imagines that this 
affair will die out.

After the mysterious death of M. Felix 
Faure. the president of the republic, 1 
on the day the decree for the revision 
of the Dreyfus case was to have been 
presented and he would have refused 
to si,gn; after the pretended suicide of 
M. Gabriel Syveton on the day before 
he would have been acquitted of as- 
saulting War Minister Andre, and now 
after the strangulation of Steinheil by 
three men and a woman, who did not 
carry away even a sjuKm, Parisians are 
menaced by a sort of mania.

— Acting 
under orders from natiotial headquar- 
ters, the strike of union miners, which 
has been on In Hopkins, Webster and 
Crittenden counties since January 1, 
bae been called off by the national 
board members in this district. All 
the men who have been out on account 
of the strike are assured protection by 
the union officials and they will he as- 
sisted in securing situations. No rea- 
son is given for calling off the strike. 
Several hundred men were out. 

WOMAN KILLS A WOMAN 
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Finds Rival for Husband’s Affections 
In His Company and Shoots Her. 

I..exington, Ky.. June 10. — Mrs. Thos. 
Murrill shot and killed Miss Mary 
Terry in Breathitt county. It is said 
Murrill had deserted his wife and gone 
to live with the Terry woman. Mrs. 
Murrill armed herself and searched 
for them. She found them together 
and shot Miss Terry three tinu^s. kill- 
ing her instantly. Mrs. Murrill then 
went to the home of Magistrate I. C. 
Terry, a relative of the woman she 
killed, and surrendered. She is now in 
jail at Jackson. 

Emperor's Bell Lost Clapper. 

Cologne, June 10. — The clapper of 
the famous emperor’s bell in the Co- 
logne cathedral, weighing several hun- 
dred pounds, crashed down on the 
floor of the edifice, doing considerable 
damage. The accident occurred while 
the l)ell was tolling an announcement 
of the Whitsun festivities. Services 
In tlie church had not begun and only 
officials were present. No one was in- 
jured. The bell recently had under- 
gone repairs and the clapper had been 
rewelded. 

Pawnee Chief to Marry. 

Guthrie, Okla., June 10. — Stacy Mat- 
lock, chief of the Pawnee tribe of In- 
dians, and Miss Blanche Bill, a Paw- 
nee girl, will be married at Carlisle, 
Pa., w'here the young woman is at- 
tending the government school. Miss 
Bill had not finished the three years’ 
course required hy the federal govern- 
ment, but at the request of Represen- 
tative McGuire, the commissioner of 
Indian affairs removed the restrictions 
upon the young woman. 

Boston Meat Famine. 

Boston, June 10. — A scarcity of beef 
in the local market has sent whole- 
sale prices to a figure higher than has 
been reached since the beef strike sev- 
eral years ago. Whole cattle were 
selling at VlVz cents i)cr pound. Deal- 
ers said thtft the cause of the rise was 
due solely to the law of supply and 
demand and that they did not antica- 
pate lower prices until late in the sum- 
mer. 

Persia Pays Indemnity. 

Tabriz, June 1C. — In view of the ex- 
piration today of the ultimatum issued 
by General Snarski, commander of the 
Russian punitive expedition in Persia, 
the shah 8 government has sent to the 
viceroy of the Caucasus at Tiflls a re- 
mittance of $100,000 as an indemnity 
for damages suffered by Russian sub- 
jects at the hands of the Persian 
tribesmen. 

New York Physician Slain. 

New York, June 10. — After lying in 
wait for nearly nine hours, Sarah Ko- 
net, a young Russian nurse, shot and 
killed Dr, William Auspitz, a physi- 
cian, in the vestibule of an apartment 
house last night. The woman surren- 
dered herself to the police, declaring 
that she had shot him because he had 
wronged her. 

College Town Goes Dry. 

Cameron, Mo., June 10. — After the 
most exciting election ever held here, 
this college town of 4,000 voted “dry” 
by a majority of 56 out of a total of 
740 votes. Prominent women stood 
guard all day to prevent the removal 
of liquor which had been stored by the 
“wets” and aearched a number of 
Joints. _
